CO  URSES  OF  STUD  Y. 

The  Studies  pursued  at  the  Collegiate  Institute  are  arranged  in  four 
parallel  courses,  viz:  the  Classical,  Scientific,  Commercial  and  La- 
dies', which  are  displayed  in  detail  on  pages  12  and  13. 

These,  with  the  exception  of  the  Commercial,  occupy  four  years  each  ; 
not  unfrequently,  however,  by  dividing  the  course  or  repeating  a  part  of 
it,  Students  remain  longer  than  four  years 

Students  entering,  are  strongly  advised  to  follow  regularly  one  of  the 
courses,  since  it  is  found  that  '-Special  Students"  seldom  prosper,  particu- 
larly if  allowed  to  choose  for  themselves  what  they  shall  study. 

The  Classical  and  Scientiiic  courses  fairly  lead  up  to  the  Junior  Class  in 
our  principal  Colleges,  and  already  a  considerable  number  of  our  Students 
have  graduated  with  honor  from  Princeton  and  Lafayette 

The  Graduating  Class  this  year  numbers  15,  and  in  some  instances  these 
have  gone  beyond  the  studies  specified  in  the  catalogue. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  Preparatory  Course,  (page  14)  provided 
for  pupils  who  are  too  young  to  enter  upon  the  regular  courses.

Candidates  for  the  Preparator}-  Courses  are  examined  in  Reading,  Spell- 
ing, Penmanship, — in  Arithmetic  through  Fractions,  and  in  Geography 
and  English  Grammar. 

Candidates  for  any  of  the  higher  classes  must  pass  examination  in  all  the 
studies  of  the  lower  classes  or  their  equivalents. 


REMARKS  UPOJV^  THE  CO  URSES. 

It  will  appear  from  a  comparison  of  the  foregoing  "Courses  of  Study" 
that  the  Collegiate  Institute  does  not  advocate  or  exhibit  what  is  common- 
ly known  as  the  "Co-education  of  the  Sexes."  Girls  are  educated  as  girls, 
and  a  distinct  course  of  study  is  arranged  for  them,  omitting  the  Classics 
and  Higher  Mathematics ;  but  Ladies  who  so  desire  may  pursue  these 
studies  as  specialities  without  extra  expense. 

It  is  gratifying,  moreover,  to  state  that  in  our  experience  of  the  past 
seven  years,  the  association  of  the  sexes  in  the  same  school  building  has 
been  attended  with  the  happiest  results  in  the  exercise  of  mutual  influence 
and  the  healthy  development  of  character. 


,   cojvditiojys  of  admission. 

All  candidates  must  present  to  the  President  satisfactory  evidence  of 
good  moral  character  ;  and  if  any  candidate  has  been  a  member  of  another 
Institution  immediately  preceding  his  application,  he  shall  be  expected  to 
furnish  a  certificate  of  honorable  dismissal. 

As  an  act  of  Matriculation,  after  other  specified  conditions  have  been 
fulfilled,  candidates  must  subscribe  to  the  following 

PLEDGE: 

"I  do  hereby  solemnly  engage  to  comply  with  all  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  York  Collegiate  Institute,  and  to  discharge  faithfully  all  mv 
known  duties." 

The  name  of  the  new  Student  shall  not  be  placed  on  the  Eoll  until  he 
shall  have  paid  his  Tuition  Fee  for  the  first  quarter,  and  the  same  con- 
ditions shall  apply  to  all  Students  at  the  beginning  of  each  year.

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CHARGES  AJVD  DISCOUNTS. 

The  Tuition  Fee  per  quarter  of  ten  weeks  is  $10,  or  $40  per  year,  pay- 
able quarterly  in  advance,  for  all  the  courses,  includino;  the  Preparatory 
Year.      Music  (Piano)  $10  per  quarter.     This  is  the  only  "extra." 

A  discount  of  50  per  cent,  is  allowed  to  children  of  clergymen,  and  of  10 
per  cent,  to  families  furnishing  more  than  one  Student. 

In  case  of  protracted  absence  on  account  of  sickness,  or  other  just  cause. 
Students  are  charged  one-half  the  regular  amount  for  the  time  they  are 
absent.     New  Students  are  charged  from  the  date  of  their  entrance. 


SESSIOJVS,  SER  VICES,  cfc. 

The  Students  attend  at  the  College  five  days  in  each  week,  from  9  till  12 
A.  M  ,  and  from  li  till  4  P.  M.,  and  may  be  detained  after  school  hours 
for  delinquency  in  study,  or  deportment. 

The  daily  sessions  of  the  Institute  are  opened  with  Smging,  Reading  the 
Scriptures  and  Prayer. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  President  conducts,  once  a  week,  a  service 
for  religious  instruction  and  worship,  in  occordance  with  the  design  of  the 
Founders. 

Written  and  oral  Examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of  each  quarter, 
when  a  report  of  the  attendance,  scholarship  and  deportment  is  sent  to  the 
parents. 


DISCIPLIJVE,  S-c. 

The  supervision  of  the  Students  extends  to  their  conduct  not  only  dur- 
ing study  and  recitation  hours,  but  while  on  the  street,  and  in  public 
places ;  and  includes  visitation  at  the  boarding  houses  of  such  as  are  from 
abroad. 

Keepers  of  boarding  houses  are  expected  to  make  report  in  regard  to  the 
habits  and  conduct  of  the  Students  with  them,  as  often  and  in  such  man- 
ner as  desired  by  the  President 


BESIGA^  JjYI)  aim. 

It  is  designed  that  the  Institute  shall  be,  in  all  its  Teachers  and  Studies, 
pervaded  with  a  distinctive  and  earnest  Christian  spirit,  and  that  every- 
thing shall  tend  to  the  development  of  the  highest  moral  and  spiritual  wel- 
fare of  the  pupils.  More  than  two-thirds  of  the  Students  here  enrolled 
are  professors  of  religion. 

In  discipline,  constant  appeal  is  made  to  the  conscience  of  the  Student. 
He  is  taught  to  submit  to  every  ordinance  of  man  for  the  Lord's  sake. — 
(I  Peter  2:    13.)

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LIBRAE  Y. 

The  Collegiate  Institute  Library  contaii  s  about  two  thousand  volumes 
of  choice  literature,  selected  with  special  reference  to  the  Students,  and  is 
receiving  constant  additions.  During  the  past  year  nearly  one  thousand 
dollars  have  been  expended  in  the  purchase  of  new  books.  The  Students 
have  access  to  the  Library  without  expense. 


APPARATUS  AJVD  CABIJVET. 

The  Philosophical  Hall  and  Chemical  Laboratory  are  furnished  with 
AMPLE  APPARATUS,  providing  for  the  latest  researches  in  Science,  and  a 
good  beginning  has  been  made  of  a  collection  of  minerals. 


MUSIC. 

In  addition  to  private  instruction  upon  the  Piano,  all  the  Scholars  are 
daily  practised  in  singing,  and  the  best  voices  are  organized  into  a  Choir 
which  has  successfully  rendered  a  number  of  standard  Oratorio  choruses, 
with  Orchestra  accompaniment;  besides  numerous  Anthems  of  a  high  or- 
der. This  may  fairlj.  be  placed  among  the  many  advantages  offered  by 
the  Institute. 


PUBLIC  EXERCISES. 

The  Students  of  the  Senior  Class  deliver  Orations  and  read  Essays  in  the 
Spring,  as  preparatory  to  Commencement.  These  are  interspersed  with 
vocal  and  instrumental  music  and  afford  two  brilliant  evening  entertain- 
ments. 


LITERARY_SOCIETY. 

The  Phi  Sigma  Society,  with  weekly  meetings,  is  maintained  by  the 
young  men  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Faculty,  in  which  the  usual  liter- 
ary and  parliamentary  exercises  are  held.  This  Society  is  very  effective  in 
developing  the  manhood  of  the  Students  and  fitting  them  for  real  life. 


SOCIETY  OF  AL  UMJVI. 

The  Alumni  already  exceed  fifty  in  number  and  are  organized  into  an 
Association  with  annual  meetings.  The  President  of  this  Society  for  the 
current  year  is  Mr.  A.  S.  Niles  of  the  Class  of  '76. 


CALISTHEAflCS. 

During  the  past  year  a  six  weeks  course  in  Calisthenics  was  given  to  the 
pupils,  followed  by  a  public  exhibition.  It  is  expected  that  this  course 
will  be  repeated  next  year. 
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BOARD  IJVG. 

The  Collegiate  Institute  possesses  no  boarding  establishment,  but  board- 
ing is  provided  in  private  families  under  the  supervision  of  the  Trustees, 
at  prices  varying  from  S3. 25  to  $5  per  week.  It  is  believed  the  manners 
and  morals  of  Students  thus  placed,  are  safer  than  when  collected  into  one 
building.  During  eight  years  there  has  been,  so  far  as  known,  no  instance 
of  moral  deterioration  among  our  Students.

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Among  the  endowments,  the  College  possesses  a  Scholarship  Fund, 
which  affords  $150  per  year  to  four  Students,  who  must  be  recommended 
by  the  Presbytery  of  Westminster  as  candidates  for  the  ministry,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Faculty  and  Trustees.  These  Scholarships  are  all  filled  for 
the  coming  year.
